Medicine cabinets and 
millions of purses are as wor- 
thless as a turnip if they do not 
have at least one tin half filled 
with aspirin. It is available in 
thousands of stores across the 
country according to every 
other television commercia); and 
continues to receive endless ap- 
plause from white coat 
professionals as well as myself. 

Few cautions exist regarding 
the throwing of an aspirin into 
your mouth and using a glass of 
water as a chaser. Aspirin and 
water saves the day for the just 
as well as the unjust head suf- 
ferers.

Churning up out of the deep, 
dark crystalline pools of the 
Jordan are waves of cold water 
that dash over and dodge around 
the protruding rocks, the fallen 
branches and trunks of trees, 
then widening into calm, placid 
highways of water. The water's 
color is a reflection of the often 
bleak skies prevailing 
overhead. | Along the shore 
there are areas of damp, dark 
earth, alternating with piles of 
browned leaves, fallen nearby 
and swirled by the erratic 
November winds, sometimes 
balmy, sometimes frigid. Grass 
still is green and lends the only 
real color to the scene. 

Upstream the fish are seeking 
the depths of the pool to prepare 
for the coming coldness and to 
hibernate under a thick cover of 
ice. Already they are rarely 
visible to the lonely angler who 
might still be playing his trade. 

Downstream the marshes 
near the mouth of the river are 
alive with undercover activity. 
The small animals are scurrying 


about gathering the final bits of 
food and applying the final 
touches to a small home which 
will protect them from the icy 
elements about to descent on the 
marsh. The few large birds who 
remain seek refuge areas, where 


- the cold blasts will not penetrate 


and the heaviness of snow will 
not crush. They will depend on 
the generosity of humans for 
much of their, food in the worst 
of the winter. However, they 
still are pictures of beauty as 
they skim the darkened water - 
the swan so pristine white and 
elegrant, the goose blending in 
with the murkier colors, but 
moving quietly and regally 
across the open spaces. 

Along the river between its 
upstream and its downstream 
mouth are twisting miles of 
water, rushing along seeming to 


say, “Prepare. Prepare. 
Prepare, for winter's almost 
here.” 

A lone intruder will be 
delighted at the marvels 


revealed in the stark bareness of 
November. As Thomas Hood 
wrote, “No fruits no flowers, no 


leaves, no birds, November!!" 


As you walk, your every step is 
recorded by a broken twig snap- 
ping, a crushed leaf, left as a 
powdery reminder of your in- 
trusion. Perhaps you will flush 
out a deer or two, lying in a 
grassy bed, so close in color that 
only its movement distracts you. 
Or you may catch a raccoon or 
porcupine making a midnight 
hour run before settling in for a 
long winter snooze. The sound 
of your feet falling and lifting 
from the earth will seem to thud 
in the almost crystalline hush 
that pervades the area. The 
waves will lap and turn and 
sebm to tease you into following 
them as they rush along urging 
all the country side to prepare 
itself, 


Above you will extend the 
bony body parts of a tree 
skeleton, creating eerie and 
lovely pen and ink sketches;

shall be permitted. 


Provided, however, an automobile storage garage which is attached to and 

an integral part of the dwelling may be used for operation of the hame occu- 
pation provided that prior application has been submitted’ to, reviewed by, 
and approved by the Planning Commission under the standards of review required 
for conditional uses under Section 2.70 of this Ordinance. 


All home occupations shall be registered with the City Clerk on registra- 
tion forms which show the use proposed, the address and area of the dwelling

McLennan darned 
a Master’s Degree in 
Water Resource 
Management and a 
Bachelor's Degree in 
Natural Resources, 
both from University 
of Wisconsin at 
Stevens Point. 

McLennan’s re- 
sponsibilities with 
the Watershed Coun- 
cil are varied. He is 
designing and im- 
plementing the water 
quality monitoring 
program. This 
program includes 
yearly evaluation of 
clarity and algal 
abundance on area 
lakes. McLennan 
coordinates volun- 
teer lake monitors in 
their sample collec- 
tion, analyzes the 
samples in the 
laboratory and writes 
his conclusions in a 
report. 

Next year, McLen- 
nan is planning a 
more in-depth lake 
analysis which will 
include phosphorus, 
nitrogen, dissolved 
oxygen, temperature 
and pH. 

“This more 
detailed study needs 
to be conducted 
every five years, so 
we can make an ac- 
curate analysis of the 
changes the lake is 
undergoing over 
time,” explains Mc 


Lenna. ; 
Coordinating spe- 
cial projects is 


another function of 
McLennas's position. 
He is locating 
pollution sources on 
area lakes by locating 
a certain type of 
algae, called 
cladophora. 
“Cladohpora will 
grow where there are 
excess nutrients due 
to natural or man- 
made sources,” said 
McLennan. These 


sources include 
failing septic systems 
and lawn fertilization. 
Once the sites are . 
the. 


identified, 
Watershed Council 
and the lake 


association work with 
the property owner 
to correct the 
problem. 

McLennan respon- 
ds to public inquiries, 
and works on issues 
which affect water 
resources, such as 
residential and in- 
dustrial develop- 
ment, agriculture 
practices, landfills 
and other pollution 
sources. 

“We deal with a lot 
of emotional issues. I 
base our position on 
scientific data,” ex- 
plains McLennan. 
“The Watershed 
Council believes 
clean water is the 
foundation for a 
strong local economy. 

We try to help 
people understand 
that protection of our 
water resources is in 
everyone's best in- 
terest.” 

McLennan has a 
lead role in the 
Watershed Council's 
education program. 
Besides writing lake 
reports and newslet- 
ter articles, he gives 
educational presen- 
tations to lake 
association and civic 
groups. 

‘We're very 
pleased to have Rob 
on staff,” states Carol 
Magee, Executive 
Director. “His 
technical expertise 
provides additional 
support to our 
program.” 

The Watershed 
Council's territory 
includes Cheboygan, 
Emmet and 
Charlevoix counties. 

McLennan resides 
near Petoskey with 
his wife, Mary. His 
persona] interests in- 
clude horticulture, 
physical fitness, 
fishing and enjoying 
the outdoors.

The Boyne City Rambler var- 
sity football team’ wound up 
their season last week, finishing 
with a 1-8 record for the season 


in ninth place, but the seasons ~ 


total statistics for the Ramblers 
indicated that Boyne fell short of 
what could have happened for 
them in the Michigan-Huron 
Shores Conference. 

A tough opening schedule 
proved to be one of the biggest 
deficits that Boyne faced. The 
‘Ramblers opened the season 
with the Harbor Springs Rams 
and took on the Rudyard 
Bulidogs the following week. 
Both games were lopsided af- 
fairs, but both teams eventually 
went to win the title role in each 
of their respective conferences, 
and facing off against each other 
for a state play-off bid.

Grievances denied by BC school board 


Boyne City Schools turned 
down two grievance requests 
Monday night at their monthly 
school board meeting, following 
listening to a letter from the 
school systems lawyer. 

The requests, filed last month 
and heard then, were reviewed 
by the law firm and concluded 
that they should not be honored. 

The first request covering the 
pay differential between newly 
hired bus drivers and the older 
ones, was filed as the union 
asked the pay differential, 
caused by the school not paying 
mileage to the new drivers, be 
eliminated. 

Citing four reasons to deny 
the request, the letter from the 
school’s council said the union 
has not ratified the agreement of 
1985, the grievance was not 
timely filed, and the union sup- 
posedly understood the dif- 
ference when they agreed to the 
contract. 

The second issue, whether or 
not newly hired employees 


would have to pay union dues, 
was answered by those same 


reasons as well as the employees 


-. themselves have to ask to have 


dues taken from their pay for 
dues and they have not done so. - 


The union also suggested that if 
the grievance were approved, 
then the contract would have a 


union shop provision which is . 


against the law in the State of 
Michigan. 

Another matter coming to the 
school board last Monday was 
the pay being paid to substitute 
teachers. A group represen- 
tating substitute teachers 
within the tri county area is 
asking school boards to agree to 
a set fee for pay. 

They want $50 per day as well
